Claims 1, 3, 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mawatari et al-5614568. 

A pesticidal resin composition comprising (col.1, (E)) polyamide, (B) pestrcide- 
antibacterial, chemical (col. 4, bottom) and carboxylic acid ester (col. 13, lines 5-15), with 
a fibrous inorganic filler-glass fiber (col. 14, lines 13-24). The fibers are 15-60 micron 5- 
150 parts by weight of composition, and of carbon, woblastonite, potassium titanate, 
etc.; thus, the instant invention as it is claimed, but not as applicant intended. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/13/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues no inorganic fibers in Fukuvi, and we concur, but, review 
of Mawatari finds pesticides and fibers and the instant resin, since no particular 
pesticides are claimed, and antifungals/antibacterials are categories of pesticides. 
Further it is a composition claimed, not method of release or functions, and the claimed 
components are all present, thus would need to function as applicants' same claimed 
components as a composition does.
